Amish apeech before the ourtaln, vented his il
homor on #ome of the oritios for mot noticing his
new piooe, on the public for not attending to wit-
ness it, and on the audience present for not applaud-
ing. Thia little obullition of bile was amusing, but
impudent and in the worst pomsible taste, and
almoat any actor but John Brougham would have
bean heartily hissod for such an exhibition.

With regard to the buriesque, the merits of which
we hope the public will discover before Mr,
Brougham's engagement concludes, so that he will
hisve ap opportunity to rogain his good humor, we
have to say that it s about the Dost
AfAlr of the kind that Mr. Brougham hias
yot produced, and it ‘{8 beyond all comparison supe-
rior to the stupid English travesties of historieal and
classic stories which have oome to ui ately from the
othor side of the Atlantic. The plece 1a & lvely and
lsughable burlesque on The Merchant af Venior, n
subjoct that s understood and appreciated by the
theatre-going publio; it Is fall of good puns, jokos,
and hits st the mannars of the times, such 08 no one
oAb gel off better than John Broughsm. The court
soene in the second act {4 particularly amusing, and
ft fulfils the true end of caricature by burlesquing a
burleaque court of Justice, suoh as too many in New
York city are, if we are to belleve the unanimous
opiniof of the papers of that city,

Mr, Brougham®s "Shylock" is something that our
piay-goers should aee If they wish to underatand
what geouine burlesque acting s, Mr, Brougham
does not merely give an exaggerated imitation of
the high-strung manners of eminent tragediang, hut
he really mota the part with & terrible earnestnoess
and real puasion thet are frresistibly ludiorous in con-
trast with the funny text and the laughable situa-
tiona. It 18 thig kind of burieaque that Robaon, the
English actor, was famous for, if report {8 to be ere-
dited—a combination of low comedy with high
tragedy that brings the ridiculous almost up to the
level of the sublime. There 15 a real art about snch
acting, and It 18 & very diferent thing from the heel-
ing and toeing and leg businesa that have been
palmed off of late on the public 48 burlesgne.

The Walnut street company support Mr. Brougham
better than they did the London actors who appeared
there a fow weoka ago, but there 18 still conslderable
room for improvement. Mrs, Wolcot, as “Lorenzo,”
aots with & great deal of spirit, but the rest of the
cast do not distingulsh themselves (n o very remark-
&ble manner except by general dullness,

The new domestic drama by J. T. Willlams, entl-
tied The Peep Show Man, is an interosting little plece
of conslderable merit. The plot travels & little out of
the well-worn dramatic rut, and it introduces a first-
rate specimen of the traditional stage sallor, "'Jack
Trudget,” the peep-ahow man. This part 18 very well
acted by Mr. Walcot, and the drama, in conjunction
with Mr. Brougham's burfesqoe, makes a bill of en.
tertainment that ought 1 prove attractive to the
pubile,
